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ANNUAL RED MEAT PRODUCTION

Commercial red meat production in Pennsylvania during 2005 totaled
1,156.7 million pounds, dressed weight basis, down 1 percent from a year
ago. Commercial cattle slaughter, at 840,800 head, was down 3.9 percent
from last year. Of this number, 826,300 head were slaughtered in federally
inspected plants.

Beef production, at 1,026 million pounds live weight, was slightly less than
2004. Average live weight per head was 1,221 pounds, an increase of 42
pounds from last year. Commercial calf slaughter, at 153,100 head, was
down 17.7 percent from a year ago. Veal production, at 62.75 million
pounds live weight, was down slightly from a year ago. Average live
weight per head increased 42 pounds to 410 pounds per calf. Commercial
hog slaughter, at 2,841,100 head, was down slightly from last year. Of this
number, 2,830,300 head were slaughtered in federally inspected plants.
Pork production was 695.6 million pounds live weight, down 0.6 percent
from 2004. Average live weight decreased 1 pound per head to 245
pounds.

Commercial sheep and lamb slaughter, at 58,600 head, was down 18.3
percent from last year. Of this number, 57,100 head were slaughtered in
federally inspected plants. Lamb and mutton production was 5.62 million
pounds live weight, down 19.7 percent from a year ago. The average live
weight decreased 2 pounds to 96 pounds. Federally inspected goat
slaughter, at 37,401 head slaughtered for the year of 2005 at 43 plants

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across Pennsylvania. There were an estimated 253 commercial slaughter
plants in Pennsylvania on January 1, 2006, of which 93 were under federal
inspection.

Nationally, red meat production in commercial plants and on farms totaled
45.8 billion pounds in 2005, slightly higher than previous year. Beef
production, at 24.8 billion pounds, was slightly higher than previous year.
Veal production totaled 165 million pounds, down 6 percent from last year,
setting a new record low. Pork production, at 20.7 billion pounds, was
slightly higher than previous year, setting a new record high. Lamb and
mutton production set a new record low, totaled 191 million pounds, 4
percent below the previous record low set a year ago.

There were 807 slaughtering plants under federal inspection in the U.S. on
January 1, 2006, compared with 827 last year. Of these, 658 slaughtered
at least one head of cattle during 2005 with 13 slaughtering almost 54
percent of the total cattle killed. There were 631 plants that slaughtered
hogs, with 13 accounting for slightly over 58 percent of the total. Likewise,
11 of the 227 plants that slaughtered calves accounted for nearly 79
percent of the total and 4 of the 497 plants that slaughtered sheep or
lambs in 2005 comprised about 67 percent of the total head. lowa, Kansas,
Nebraska, and Texas accounted for almost 53 percent of the U.S.
commercial red meat production in 2005, similar to 2004.

Commercial red meat production in Pennsylvania during January 2006
totaled 99.2 million pounds, dressed weight basis, up 10 percent from
January 2005.

Beef production, at 85.5 million pounds live weight, was up 10 percent
from January 2005. Total head slaughtered was 67,900, up 6 percent from
last year. Average live weight increased 47 pounds to 1,259 pounds. Veal
production was 5.7 million pounds live weight, up 2 percent from a year
ago.

Calf slaughter, at 13,400 head, was down 9 percent, and average live
weight increased 48 pounds to 424 pounds. Pork production, at 60.8
million pounds live weight, was up 9 percent from a year earlier. Total
head slaughtered was 245,600, up 6 percent from January of 2005.
Average live weight was 248 pounds, up 6 pounds from January of last
year. Lamb and mutton production was 389,000 pounds live weight, down
3 percent. The number slaughtered was 4,000, down 5 percent from
January of last year. The average live weight increased 2 pounds from
January 2005 to 97 pounds.

Nationally, commercial red meat production for January totaled 3.89
billion pounds, dressed weight basis, up 7 percent from the 3.65 billion
pounds produced in January 2005. Beef production, dressed weight basis,
at 2.04 billion pounds, was 7 percent above the previous year.

Cattle slaughter totaled 2.64 million head, up 5 percent from January 2005.
The average live weight was up 19 pounds from the previous year, at
1,281 pounds. Veal production, at 12.5 million pounds, was 6 percent

below January a year ago. Calf slaughter totaled 55,700 head, down 18
percent from January 2005. The average live weight was 39 pounds above
last year, at 368 pounds. Pork production totaled 1.82 billion pounds, up 7
percent from the previous year. Hog kill totaled 8.92 million head, 5
percent above January 2005. The average live weight was 3 pounds
above the previous year, at 273 pounds. Lamb and mutton production, at
16.2 million pounds, was up 12 percent from January 2005. Sheep
slaughtered totaled 223,700 head, 7 percent above last year. The average
live weight was 144 pounds, up 6 pounds from January a year ago.
